ANAUCHY hai» come to that condi- 


tions when, either death must be its end 
or its life will be beyond suppression.

The organi- 
zation of labor goes far beyond its scope 
in urging the settlement of industrial 
questions with strife and arms. 
Its 


proper use is to settle these questions 
with reason and under the law. 


The rights of organized labor will not 


be denied, but the right to prevent the 
operations of private property or to de- 
stroy it at will cannot be tolerated if 
peace, safety and governmentare valued. 
The efforts on the part of the Federal 
government to protect property and re- 
store peace and quiet will be applauded 
by every citizen who comprehends the 
importance of personal security, the 
safety of his property and the importance 
of government. 


Fortunately, we have a President who 


lias neither fear nor hesitancy in hand- 
ling the present conditions according to 
law and for the best interests of all peo- 
ple. 
The proclamation regards those 


who take part in riotious mobs, at- 
tempting to destroy propei ty, as public 
enemies and says that they will be treat- 
ed as such. 


THE House will likely insist upon the 


AVi'son bill, in any case will uot agree 
to the amendments as passed by the 
Senate. A compromise will, in all prob- 
ability, be the outcome of the confer- 
ence, but it is hoped tuat the report of 
the committee will have Che effect of 
killing many of the Senate amendments, 
and of substituting a bill similar to the 
Wilson bill.

Jaeksonian Democracy. 


It is fortunate that the President of 


the United States at this time is a real 
Democrat—not one of the bogus Demo- 
crats who repeat a party shibboleth with- 
out any grasp on party principles, but a 
Democrat by fundamental conviction, 
whose very hostility to centralization 
and paternalism is likely to make him 
all the more emphatic in enfoicing the 
constitutional authority of the Federal 
Government. 


Such a Democrat was Jackson. No 


man was more earnest in defense of the 
reserved rights of the States and of the 
people, but when South Carolina under- 
took to nullify the laws of the United 
States he put his foot down with an em- 
phasis and effect that lasted for many 
years. There was no mistaking where 
lie stood. 


Lincoln's attitude was not essentially 


different, and he had much to endure 
from the Altgelds of his day. 
But there 


has been so distinct a tendency among 
later Republicans to magnify the Feder- 
al power in the wrong direction that 
there are some of them at least whose 
handling of the present emergency would 
be very apt to cause uneasiness to timid 
conservatives. 


It is not a time for partisanship at all. 


While we differ in our point of view, or 
ia the logical development of our consti- 
tutional ideas, we are really all funda- 
mentally one in loyalty to American 
institutions, aud patriotic men of what- 
ever party will give cordinl and earnest 
support to the President in the enforce- 
ment of law aud order. But some Dem- 
ocrats are traditionally fearful of Feder- 
al encroachment, aud these should be 
reassured by the retleetion that the 
1'resident is standing on firm Jacksou- 
lan ground.—Phila. Times.

It is not surprising tluit 
the passage of the bill, a few minutes 
before the beginning of Independence 
Day, by a vote of 89 to 34 should have 
been followed by un exodus to the 
loountuius and seashore and that the 
wilted Senators should be a little slow in 
returning to their duties. However, no 
lime is really being lost on account of 
their absence, as the work of preparing 
the appropriation bills for action is going 
right along in the Senate Appiopriation 
Committee, and the conferees on the

The Proclamation and Cleve- 


land's Answer to 


Altgeld. 


LAW AND ORDER IS BEING UPHELD 


Ten or More Strikers Have Been 


Killed and a Large Number 


Wounded. 


MR. CLEVELAND KEBUKES ALTGEI.D. 


One of the features of the situation on 


Saturday was a letter from Governor Alt- 
geld to President Cleveland, in reply to 
the letter in which the President justified 
himself in ordering Federal troops to the 
scene of the riots. The letter, which was 
wired to Washington, was a long one, the 
burden of which was an attempt on the 
part of Mr. Altgeld to prove that the 
President is wrong and that the principle 
of local self-government is just as funda- 
mental in our institutions as that of Federal 
supremacy. 


President Cleveland answered as fol- 


lows : 


EXECUTIVE MANSION, 


WASHINGTON, July 0. 


HON. JOHN P. ALTOEU), Governor of Illi- 


nois, Springfield, 111.: 


While I am still persuaded that I have 


neither transcended my authority or duty 
in the emergency that confronts us, it 
seems to me that in this hour of danger 
and public distress discussion may well 
give way to active effort on the part of all 
in authority to restore obedience to law 
and protect life and property. 


UROVKR CLEVELAND. 


On Sunday evening President Cleveland 


issued the following proclamation: 


"Whereas by reason of unlawful ob- 


structions, combinations and assemblages 
of persons it has become impracticable, in 
1 he judgment of the president, to enforce 
by the ordinary course of judicial proceed- 
ings the laws of the Onited States within 
the Suite of Illinois and especially in the 
city of Chicago within said State, 


"And whereas for the purpose of enforc- 


ing the faithful execution of the laws of 


I he United States and protecting its prop- 
erty and removing obstructions to the 
1'nited States mails in the State and city 
aforesaid the President has employed a 
part of the military forces of the United 
Staffs, 


lrN'ow, therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, 


President of the United States, do hereby 
admonish all good citizens and all persons 
wlio may be or may come within the city 
and Suite aforesaid, against aiding, coun- 
tenancing, encouraging or taking any part 
in Mich unlawful obstructions, combina- 
tions and assemblages ; and 1 bereby warn 
all persons engaged in or in any way con- 
nected with such unlawful obstructions, 
combinations and assemblages to disperse 
and retire peaceably to their respective 
abodes on or before 12 o'clock noon on the 
!>th day of July inbt. 


"Those who disregard this warning and 


persist in taking part with a riotous mob 
in forcibly resisting and obstructing the 
execution of the laws of the United states, 
or interfering with the functions of the 
government, or destroying or attempting 
to destroy the property belonging to the 
United States or under its protection, can- 
not be regarded otherwise than as public 
enemies. 


"Troops employed against such a riotous 


mob will act with all the moderation and 
forbearance consistent with the accoinp- 
lishmentof the desired end, but the neces- 
sities that confront them will not with 
certainty permit discrimination between 
guilty participants and those who are 
mingled with them from curiosity and 
without criminal intent. The only safe 
course, therefore, for those not actually 
or unlawfully participating is to abide at 
their homes, or at least not to be found 
in the neighburhood of riotous assem- 
blages. 


"While there will be no hesitation or 


vacillation in the decisive treatment of tlie 
guilty,this warning is especially intended to 
protect and save the innocent. 


"In testimony whereof I have hereunto 


set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States to be hereto affixed. 


"Done at the city of Washington this 


eighth day of July, inthe year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
four, and 
of tlte independence of the 


United States of America, the one hundred 
and eighteenth. 
GKOVER CLEVELAND."

THK SITUATION. 


Last Friday the situation took the most 


serious turn. The hope that a crisis would 
he reached that day was not realized. 
In 


Chicago the rioters were busy all day and 
night destroying property and interfering 
with traffic. 
Passenger trains were run 


on most of the roads, but freight is badly 
congested.. Six rioters were killed, many 
wounded and many more arrested, yet no 
particular gain was made for law and order. 
The regular troops before exercised great 
patience, but determined after that te» 
shoot to kill. 


SATURDAY. 


CHICAGO, July ".--The strikers and the 


militia came together Saturday afternoon 
and a pitched battle was the result. The 
number killed and wounded will never be 
known, as the mob carried off a number 
of men who were seen to fall, and whether 
they were dead or wounded or how 
many of them fell it is impossible, at this 
time, to ascertain. 
As far as known the 


casualties were one killed and thirteen 
wotmded. 


The light occurred at the intersection of 


Forty-ninth street and the Grand Trunk 
tracks, a locality which has always had an 
evil name. 
Before 9 o'clock in the morn- 


ing a mob had gathered and made threats 
of burning the Grand Trunk round house, 
and aid was asked from the authorities, 
and Company F, of the Second Infantry, 
::S strong, commanded by Captain T. L. 
Kelly, was hurried to the spot. 
The 


militia was reinforced by a number of 
deputies and the mob was pressed back 
from the round house. The mob gathered 
again at Fiftietli street and began to turn 
over freight, cars and tear up the tracks. 
A squad of police, under Lieutenant Duffy, 
attacked the mob, and several shots were 
fired on both sides, but nobody was in- 
jured. 


The mob then went back once more to 


Forty-ninth street, and while a portion of 
the crowd, which by this time was fully 
8,000 strong, occupied the militia and the 
deputies, others ran freight cars into the 
pit of a turntable and made the machine 
useless. 
Superintendent 
Atwater 
and 


Yardmastcr McKee, of the Grand Trunk, 
with a gang of men, set to work to remove 
the obstruction, while the niob, which had 
now grown to be very ugly, stood around 
howling and hooting, and occasionally let- 
ting fly a stone at the' soldiers. This con- 
dition of affairs prevailed for two or three 
hours, the militia behaving with excellent 
spirit and showing good discipline. 


Finally the mob, encouraged by the fact 


that the troopa did not fire, began active 
hostilities. 
A crowd of men pushed a 


freight car from a siding on to the track 
where the train which had brought the 
militia to the scene was standing, with the 
evident intention of blocking the track so 
that the militia would have no line of re- 
treat. 


Captain Kelly conferred with Superin- 


tendent Atwater and concluded that it 
was impracticable to clear the track, and 
as the mob was growing wilder every mo- 
ment the best thing to do was to leave the 
place before the strikers proceeded to such 
extremities as would necessitate his open- 


ing fire on them. lie accordingly detailed 
one-half of his company to move the car 
ifhich blocked the track on which the 
train was standing and with the balance 
held back the crowd, which began to 
press closer and closer, as it saw the troops 
making a retreat. He drew the men back 
slowly, sometimes turning to confront the 
crowd when it came too close. 


Again and again the mob, shouting, 


howling and using the vilest language, 
made a rash, but every time Kelly met 
them steadily with his men, and the crowd 
paused 
before the threatening 
rifles. 


Finally several toughs on the edge of the 
mob made a rush at Yardmaster McKee, 
one of them flourishing a revolver. Mc- 
Kee drew his own revolver and fired, but 
the bullet flew wide. The strikers by this 
time were fairly wild with rage, and bricks, 
stones, chunks of coal and coupling pins 
rained around the troops. 
Lieutenant 


Reed was struck twice on the head in 
quick succession by the stones and fell to 
the ground like a dead man. 


THE CltAHHE OX THE MOB. 


Kelly then concluded the time had come 


and, wheeling his men, quickly gave the 
word to charge, and the handful of militia- 
men sprang forward with leveled bayonets. 
John Burke was standing in the front i if 
the mob throwing coal as fast as he could 
move his arrn. One of the first soldiers in 
the charge plunged his bayonet clear 
through his body, the point coming out at 
the back. 
Burke went down like a log 


and died in a few minutes. 


The mob broke before the charge, hut 


quickly rallied, and after a short pause, 
came on again, sending a volley of revolver 
bullets before. The troops, deputies and 
the police waited for no orders, but their 
rifles came to a level, revolvers were draw n 
and a storm of leaden death swept, inU> the 
inob. Men fell rightand left, but the mili- 
tia, deputies and the police pressed forward 
rapidly, drhing the crowd before them in 
the wildest confusion. 


It was all over in three minutes, and the 


militia marched into their train and, with 
the deputies, returned to the city. They 
looked as though they had been through 
a battle when they disembarked at Ucar- 
born Station. Their uniforms wer;i lorn, 
hats gone, they were covered with dust 
and dirt, and many of them hail been had- 
ly bruised by flying stone*. 


"I believe," said Superintendent Atwut- 


er, "that at least a dozen men were killed. 
I saw men strewn all over the track" and 
they were dead men, too." 


SUNDAY, 


In Chicago, in a comparative ^ense. mat- 


ters were quiet. 
The railroads dircct.lv 


menaced made no attempt t<j run train" 
and the mobs, for lack of better material, 
contented themselves with liriug \\ hatover 
box cars were within roach and destroying 
signal 
towers. 
Xo calls for the active 


service of the military were issued, while 
the police maintained its reputation for 
masterly activity. 


Up to 10 o'clock at night the Fire De- 


partment had responded to 110 call*, oc- 
casioned by the destruction of box care 
and signal stations on different line^ of 
road. Every section of the Fire Oepart- 
ment, men and horses alike, i- well-nigh 
exhausted, but the entire department is 
being held subject to urgent call, in the 
belief that a successful effort will be made 
to fire the stock yards. 
The lo-s that 


would be thus caused would be incalcula- 


ble. 


The seat of war in the great strike was 


transferred Sunday to Hammond, Intl., 
where, in a pitched battle between regu- 
lars and a mob bent on destruction of mil- 
road property, one man was killed and 
eight or nine other persons wounded. 


A company of regulars, was. ordered to 


the State line, but had barely parsed be- 
fore the mob assembled at the Suite stivet 
crossing, when a rope was thrown around 
a Pullman car standing on a side track a 
few yards north, with the evident inten- 
tion of throwing it over on the main track 
and preventing the further passage of the 
train. There were regulars on the engine, 
regulars on the roof and regulars at the 
car windows, all waiting for just such a 
condition as was now imminent. 


An officer on the locomotive gave the 


word and toward west and toward east a 
volley was poured from engine, roofs and 
windows. Some of the bullets went over- 
head, many more ploughed the ground, a 
few took effect. 
Without waiting for 


further orders the regular made for solid 
earth, and with bayonets li.xed made a 
dash for the mob on bnth sides of the 
track. 


YESTERDAY. 


Taken as a whole the strike situation 


Monday was considerable of an improve- 
ment over that of the previous day. There 
was no serious conflict between the strik- 
ers and the forces now on duty. All of 
the roads ran passenger trains and some 
of them started to move freight. 


In view of the trouble along the Pacific 


Kailroads 
President 
Cleveland 
issued 


another proclamation, similar to the one 
sent out Sunday night relating to Chicago, 
calling on all persons participating in riot- 
ous assemblages to retire to their respective 
homes. 


The feature of the day at Chicago was 


the action of the Federated Trades Unions 
in deciding to call out all classes of labor 
on Wednesday morning at 7 o'clock unles« 
George M. Pullman should have agreed 
before noon Monday to settle in some 
way the difference between his company 
and his striking employees'. It is not 
likely, however, that the walk-out will 
occur at the time designated, because 
President Gompers, of the Federation of 
Labor, has called a meeting of the council 
to be held in Chicago on Thursday, and it 
is believed that the other trades unions 
will not take precipitate action before con- 
sulting him. 


There has been a great improvement in 


the strike situation in Ohio, Indiana, Mis- 
souri and Colorado, nearly all passenger 
trains on the railroad in those Suites run- 
ning on schedule time and freight receiv- 
ing fair attention. 


MOB FLED IN TEKROK. 


This maneuver, however, was hardly 


necessary. Obscured by the smoke, the 
mob had taken to its heels like frightened 
geese. Not a few threw themselves head- 
long on the prairie, where they laid Hat, 
so thoroughly scared that it was a matter 
of indifference 
whether 
the 
soldiers 


trampled them down in the charge or not. 


ORDERED TO STRIKE IN BUFFALO. 


The telegram from President Debs reads 


as follows: 


CHICAGO, III, July 7.—We ask your co- 


operation in Buffalo. 
We are making a 


great fight for labor and deserve the sup- 
port of all railroad employes. 
Capital has 


combined to enslave labor. We must all 
stand together or go down in hopeless de- 
feat. 
It is impossible for companies to fill 


the vacancies. We can solve this problem 
only by quitting in a bodv and standing 
together, one for all and all for one upon 
each and every road throughout the land. 


E. V. DEBS. 


The German trades unions adopted reso- 


lutions denouncing President Cleveland 
for calling out the troops, and heartily in- 
dorsing the object of the strike. 


DEBS WARNED BY -HIS DOCTOR. 


It has just become known that Eugene 


V. Debs, the leader of the strike and presi- 
dent of the American Railway Union, may 
not be responsible for his acts. At any 
rate, the physician who two years ago 
treated him for dipsomania seems to think 
he cannot be trusted, for on Thursday 
night lie sent this telegram to Debs' home 
in Terre Haute: 


"As your friend and physician I im- 


plore you to Btop where you are. 
The 


condition of your nervous system and the 
great strain upon it makes you irresponsi- 
ble for your own orders. Yours in friend- 
ship, 
T. S. R." 


National labor Board. 


The attention of members of the House 


has been attracted by the railroad strikes 
to schemes for arbitration of labor difficul- 
ties. Two plans have been formulated in- 
to bills by Representatives Kiefer and 
Tawney of Minnesota, and have been re- 
ferred by the House committee on labor 
to a sub-committee of live, of which Rep- 
resentative Erdinan, of Pennsylvania, is 
chairman. 


Representative Kiefer's plan contem- 


plates a permanent board for the settlement 
of disagreements between employes and 
employers and to prevent hostilities pend- 
ing the settlement of question. 
There 


would be a permanent board of four mem- 
bers, three of them appointed by the Pres- 
ident, the United States commissioner of 
labor being the fourth, while the Gover- 
nor of the State in which the trouble oc- 
curred would make a fifth member. 


Whenever both parties agree to arbitra- 


tion the Governor would be empowered 
to call a meeting of the board upon their 
application, but it also would be his duty 
to start the machinery of arbitration on 
the application of one party if it seemed 
to him that the public interests demanded 
it. The findings of the board would have 
the effect of decrees of a court. 
If any 


employer who did not apply for arbitration 
refuses to accept the decision, he would be 
enjoined from employing other employes 
until he could show satisfactory cause to 
the board why he is not satisfied with the 
decree. 
Labor unions are recognized by 


the hill as having the right to become a 
party to the arbitration proceeding. 


Representative Tawney'a bill is more 


limited in its scope, providing for settle- 


tent of controversies between railroad 


corporations dning an interstate commerce 
business of carrying mails or property of 
the United StaU-s or doing business in the 
Territories or District of Columbia. 
Ar- 


bitration would be secured by petition to 
a circuit court of the United Suites by one 
jr both parties to the trouble on the appli- 
cation of ten reputable citi/.ens. The court 
would be empowered to compel the parties 
to appear and to make decrees governing 


gi-s. 
lluwever, if either party objects 


to entrusting the decision or their differ- 
ences to a court, aboard of live arbitrators, 
uue to be selected by each party and three 
by the court, would he constituted and 
their limling." would br carried out by de- 
cree of the court.

The Lack of Farm Labor. 


The general complaint of the scarcity 


of farm laborers in the interior counties 
of the State is worthy of thoughtful at- 
tention at this time, when the cities anc 
towns aie complaining of the number of 
"unemplojed " TLeiecan be no doubt 
that many of these might find employ- 
ment on the forms if they would. The 
prevailing rate of wages is low, being on 
many farms from fifty to seventy-five 
cents a daj , but thatis not so badin the 
countij as it sounds in town, and it is 
ceitamly much better than dependent 
idleness. 


It mu6tnotbeo\e looked howeier,tbat 


a v=rv laige piopoitiou of the idle men 
would be of no u&e on a farm if they 
went there, and could not eain fifty 
cen t s a day if they tried 
The boys from 


the farms have all gone to the towns, or 
to the factones and fuinaces, and if they 
have learned a tiade it is generally one 
that unfits them for farm work. Farm- 
ers will seldom give employment to an 
iron-w 01 ker, foi example, for the simple 
reason that he is about as useless in the 
haj-Held as the farmer himself would be 
at the turnace and about as much in the 


wav. 
The factoiy hands out of employ- 


ment m Kensington could no moreswmg 
a scj tlie than a lot of farmhands fiesh 
from the country could run tlie looms 


In other woids, we have a surplus oi 


people tijing to make a living by various 
toims of manufacturing and trading and 
not as manj as aie needed in productive 
agncultme. This, is the logical result of 
a tariff policy that has unnatuially stim- 
ulated manufactiues beyond their heal- 
thy gio\Uh, while laying only burdens 
upon the fanning inteiests 
We need a 


letuiu to moie normal conditions that 
will peuuit a ledlstiibution of popula- 
tion and pursuits 


Tanners themselves might at the pie- 


sent time take advantage of the situa- 
tion to then own and tlie general profit. 
Menha\e been leaving the countiy foi 
the town bee inse they could earn more 
theie 
The fanners want them back 


ag un, and they want an inducement to
